Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report 

On  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition 
of  the  Borough  of  Hyde,  during  the 

Year  1913. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
fourteenth  annual  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  admin- 
istration of  the  Borough. 

The  most  noteworthy  features  of  the  report  are  the  infant 
mortality  rate,  which  is  again  high  ; the  low  general  death  rate, 
and  the  greater  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever,  especially  during 
the  last  two  months  of  the  year. 

POPULATION. 

By  the  addition  of  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  for  the 
twelve  months  ending  30th  June,  1913,  to  the  estimated  popula- 
tion on  30th  June,  1912,  the  population  of  the  Borough  may  be 
estimated  as  33,922  on  the  former  date.  All  the  statistics  in 
this  report  are  based  on  this  estimate  of  the  population. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  3,072  acres,  and  the  density 
of  the  population  is  1 1 persons  per  acre. 
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BIRTHS. 


The  District  Registrars  report  722  births  registered  in  the 
Borough,  and  in  addition  four  births  belonging  to  Hyde  have 
been  registered  in  other  districts,  making  the  total  number  of 
births  for  the  year  726.  This  is  equal  to  a birth-rate  of  21.4 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  is  1.5  per  1,000  lower  than  in 
1912. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

Twenty  births  were  registered  as  illegitimate— eight  males 
and  12  females.  Eleven  occurred  in  Hyde,  eight  in  Newton, 
and  one  in  Godley.  This  gives  an  illegitimate  birth-rate  of  .59 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  or  2.9  per  cent,  of  the  births  regis- 
tered.

DEATHS. 

442  Deaths  have  been  registered  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year.  92  Deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  Hyde  were  regis- 
tered in  other  districts,  whilst  eight  deaths  of  persons  belong- 
ing to  other  districts  were  registered  in  Hyde,  so  that  the  net 
deaths  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  522,  which  is  equivalent 
to  a death-rate  of  15.38  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  is 
practically  the  same  as  in  1912.

births.  Compared  with  1912  the  number  of  deaths  is  increased 
by  23,  and  with  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years,  is  de- 
creased by  6.  The  average  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  pre- 
vious five  years  is  152.

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  far  from  satisfactory,  although 
it  is  12.2  per  1,000  lower  than  the  average  of  the  previous  ten 
years.  The  members  of  the  Ladies1  Health  Society  have  been 
very  active  during  the  year,  and  have  undoubtedly  done  much 
good  work.  In  addition  to  visiting  the  homes  of  the  children, 
meetings  have  been  held  weekly  in  the  Mechanics’  Institute,  to 
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which  the  mothers  have  been  invited  to  bring  their  babies.  The 
babies  are  weighed,  and  the  mothers  given  advice  as  to  the 
proper  methods  of  feeding  and  management.  Much  good 
might  be  done  by  teaching  the  laws  of  health  and  domestic 
hygiene  in  the  public  elementary  schools,  and  I consider  a 
trained  woman  should  be  appointed  to  visit  the  homes  of  the 
mothers,  and  give  instruction  in  the  feeding,  clothing,  and 
up-bringing  of  the  children. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  caused  32  deaths 
during  the  year.  This  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of  .94  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  as  compared  with  .65  in  1912,  and  2.36  in 
1911.

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DIARRHOEA. 

Fifteen  deaths  were  caused  by  diarrhoea,  eleven  of  which 
occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  old.  The  death  rate  from 
diarrhoea  is  .44,  compared  with  .02  in  1912,  and  1.55  in  1911. 
The  cause  of  the  increased  death-rate  from  diarrhoea  was  the 
prolonged  period  of  dry  and  warm  weather  during  the  Summer 
and  Autumn  months. 

MEASLES. 

Four  deaths  were  registered  from  measles,  giving  a death- 
rate  of  .11  per  1,000,  compared  with  1 death,  and  a death-rate 
of  .02  in  1912. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Three  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause,  with  a death- 
rate  of  .09  per  1,000,  compared  with  11  deaths,  and  a death- 
rate  of  .32  in  1912. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT. 

This  Act  came  into  force  in  the  Borough  on  1st  March, 
1890.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  notifications 
of  each  disease  received  during  each  month  of  the  year  under 
the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  : 
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Compared  with  1912,  this  table  shows  an  increase  of  80  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  nine 
cases  of  Enteric,  twro  of  Diphtheria,  27  of  Erysipelas,  and  one  of  Puerperal  Fever.

THOD  OF

WITH 

INFECTIOUS 

CASES, 

On  receipt  of  a notification  the  house  is  immediately 
visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Inquiries  are  made  as  to 
the  origin  of  infection,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises, 
and  the  means  available  for  isolation  at  home.  When  isola- 
tion at  home  is  impossible  or  undesirable,  the  case  is  removed 
to  the  Hospital,  and  the  house  and  contents  are  immediately  dis- 
infected. When  isolation  is  carried  out  at  home,  the  house  is 
disinfected  as  soon  as  the  medical  attendant  certifies  that  the 
patient  is  free  from  infection.  School  children  from  infected 
houses  are  not  allowed  to  attend  school  until  after  the  lapse 
of  the  incubation  period,  when  removal  to  Hospital  has  taken 
place,  or  until  after  the  recovery  of  the  patient  when  isolation 
has  been  carried  out  at  home. 

The  Librarian  of  the  Free  Library  is  notified  daily  of  all 
infected  houses.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

No  deaths  were  caused  by  scarlet  fever  during  the  year. 
95  Cases  were  notified,  being  an  increase  of  80,  compared  with 
1912  ; 59  of  these  cases  were  notified  in  the  months  of  Octo- 
ber, November,  and  December. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  were  6 deaths  from  enteric  fever  during  the  year, 
giving  a death-rate  of  .17  per  1,000  compared  with  .05  in  1912. 
No  cases  were  traced  to  contaminated  water  or  milk  supply. 
Of  the  18  cases  notified,  9 were  removed  to  hospital.  Pails 
with  airtight  covers,  for  the  reception  and  removal  of  typhoid 
excreta,  are  supplied  to  houses  which  are  not  on  the  water 
carriage  system. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Four  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause  during  the 
year,  giving  a death-rate  of  .11  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
compared  with  five  deaths,  and  a death-rate  of  .15  in  1912. 
Thirty-two  cases  were  notified,  22  of  which  were  isolated  in 
hospital.  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  of  cost  by  the  Corporation 
for  use  in  the  Borough. 

The  following  reports  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  a farm 
from  which  milk  is  supplied  to  the  Borough  were  presented 
to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  on  November  19th  : 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee 

of  the  Borough  of  Hyde 4 

Gentlemen, — On  November  5th  I received  a communi- 
cation from  Dr.  C.  J.  Bennett,  M.O.H.  for  the  district  of 
Chapel-en-le-Frith,  in  which  he  stated  that  a case  of

diphtheria  had  been  notified  at  the  farm  of  Mr.  Wm.  Old- 
field, Peak  Forest,  who  supplied  milk  to  the  Hyde  district. 
Dr.  Bennett  intimated  that  he  had  inspected  the  farm,  and 
had  found  it  in  a very  insanitary  condition,  and  that  the 
Sanitary  Committee  of  the  district  were  of  opinion  that 
the  milk  supply  from  the  farm  should  be  stopped  until  such 
time  as  the  farm  had  been  made  sanitary.  On  October 
18th  a case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  at  246,  Market 
Street,  Hyde,  the  infection  of  which  could  not  be  traced  to 
any  other  source  than  the  milk  supply.  This  family  was 
supplied  with  milk  from  the  farm  of  Wm.  Oldfield. 

In  accordance  with  sec.  4,  Infectious  Diseases  Preven- 
tion Act,  1890,  after  obtaining  an  order  of  a Justice  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  County  of  Derby,  and  accompanied  by 
Mr.  Blakemore,  veterinary  inspector,  I inspected  the 
dairy  on  November  7th. 

I found  the  water  supply  was  obtained  from  a well  about 
20  feet  deep,  covered  by  a loose  flag,  situated  immediately 
outside  the  kitchen  window,  in  a passage  over  which  all 
the  traffic  to  and  from  the  farm  buildings  takes  place. 
Three  feet  away  from  this  well  is  placed  a gully,  into 
which  the  slopstone  waste-water  discharges.  At  the  time 
of  inspection  the  trap  of  the  gully  was  blocked,  and  the 
waste-water  from  the  slopstone  was  overflowing  into  the 
well.  There  is  also  risk  of  contamination  from  this  drain, 
If  at  any  time  the  drain  pipes  should  leak. 

There  are  two  milk-houses,  one  situated  at  each  side  of 
the  dwelling-house,  and  practically  under  the  same  roof. 
In  the  one  most  used,  the  floor  tiles  were  broken  into 
pieces,  a few  inches  square,  were  loose,  and  permeated 
underneath  with  a filthy  fluid.  There  were  two  galvanised 
iron  vessels,  in  which  the  milk  was  said  to  be  cooled  ; 
these  were  half-full  of  very  dirty  water,  which  did  not 
seem  to  have  been  changed  for  some  time,  and  the  vessels 
themselves  were  crusted  with  dirt.  The  milk-house  was 
dirty,  and  littered  with  rubbish.  The  other  milk-house, 
which  was  said  to  be  unused  at  present,  contained  a milk 
separator.  Opening  directly  from  this  milk-house  was  a 
door,  which  led  by  a dark-covered  passage  to  a midden- 
privy,  also  a trapdoor,  through  which  the  pigs  were  fed  in 
the  pigstye  immediately  adjoining.  The  pigstye  is  about 
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30  feet  away  from  the  well,  also  there  is  a large  manure 
heap,  with  liquid  manure  twenty  yards  away,  from  both 
of  which  there  is  great  danger  of  pollution. 

I am  of  opinion  that  infection  is  caused,  and  is  likely 
to  be  caused,  in  the  district,  from  the  milk  supply  from 
this  dairy.

I hereby  certify  that  I have  this  day  examined  10  cows, 
the  property  of  Wm.  Oldfield,  Peak  Forest,  and  also  the 
shippons.  The  cows,  with  the  exception  of  an  aged  roan 
cow,  aged  and  wanted  casting,  also  a black  cow,  which 
appeared  to  have  a slight  induration  of  the  udder,  which 
ought  to  be  seen  to,  looked  healthy,  and  in  good  condition. 
The  shippons  were  badly  ventilated,  and  much  too  low. 
There  was  not  sufficient  space  for  the  number  of  cows 
kept  ; in  fact,  half  the  number  would  be  sufficient.  The 
places  were  very  unsatisfactory  in  every  respect.

An  order  was  made  on  27th  November,  requiring  Mr. 
Wm.  Oldfield  not  to  supply  any  milk  from  his  farm  within  the 
district  of  Hyde.  On  the  completion  of  satisfactory  altera- 
tions, the  order  was  withdrawn  on  11th  December,  1913. 

PHTHISIS  AND  OTHER  TUBERCULOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  24  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and 
12  from  other  forms  of  tuberculous  diseases  during  the  year. 
The  phthisis  death-rate  is  equal  to  .70  per  1,000,  and  that  from 
other  forms  of  tuberculous  disease  to  .35.  Twenty-six  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  eleven  cases  of  other  form  of 
tuberculous  disease,  were  notified  during  the  year. 
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All  cases  notified  were  visited,  and  a copy  of  the  leaflet 
printed  below  given  to  the  occupier. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  PERSONS  SUFFERING  FROM 

CONSUMPTION. 

Consumption  is  an  Infectious  Disease  which  is  communicated  in  the 
following'  way  : — 

The  infection  is  contained  in  the  spit,  or  expectoration,  of  a 
patient  suffering  from  the  disease.  The  expectoration  is  deposited  on 
floors,  walls,  clothes,  handkerchiefs,  etc.,  where  it  dries  and  gets 
mixed  with  dust,  and  is  blown  about  in  the  air.  This  infected  dust 
is  inhaled  by  healthy  persons,  and  produces  Consumption  in  their 
lungs. 

The  following  precautions  should  therefore  be  taken  by  Persons 
suffering  from  Consumption,  to  prevent  the  infection  of  others. 

They  should  not  spit  on  the  floor  or  walls  of  any  living-room, 
workshop,  railway  carriage,  or  in  any  place  where  people  assemble. 
At  home  they  should  spit  in  a piece  of  paper  or  rag,  and  immediately 
throw  this  into  the  fire.  A cup  containing  water  may  be  used,  which 
should  be  frequently  emptied  into  the  drains  outside  the  house,  and 
before  being  used  again  the  cup  should  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with 
boiling  water. 

When  away  from  home  a pocket  spittoon  with  a tight-fitting 
cover,  should  be  used,  or  the  expectoration  deposited  in  pieces  of 
tissue  paper,  rolled  up  and  burned  before  the  spit  becomes  dry. 

All  eating  utensils  should  be  thoroughly  washed  in  boiling  water 
before  being  used  by  another  person. 

Persons  suffering  from  Consumption  should  not  kiss  on  the  lips. 

Rooms  occupied  by  consumptive  persons  should  be  kept  thor- 
oughly clean,  and  as  much  fresh  air  and  light  admitted  to  them  as 
possible. 

Clothes  soiled  with  expectoration  should  be  washed  and  boiled. 

As  soon  as  it  becomes  known  that  a person  is  suffering  from 
Consumption,  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  patient  should  be  thoroughly 
disinfected.  This  will  be  done  free  of  cost,  or,  if  the  householder 
desires  to  do  the  work  himself,  directions  will  be  given.  When  once 
the  rooms  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleaned,  it  is  easy  to 
keep  them  so  by  washing  the  floors  frequently  with  soap  and  water, 
and  dusting'  them  every  day  with  a wet  duster,  so  as  to  prevent  infec- 
tious dust  being  scattered  about  the  room. 

The  walls  of  a room  occupied  by  a consumptive  patient  should  be 
rubbed  down  with  dough  every  three  months. 

A consumptive  patient  and  his  clothes  should  be  kept  scrupulously 
clean. 

The  commonest  conditions  which  render  persons  liable  to  contract 
Consumption  are  overcrowding,  damp  rooms,  want  of  fresh  air  and 
ventilation,  and  want  of  light,  therefore  all  these  conditions  should 
be  avoided  as  far  as  possible. 

A consumptive  person  leaving  a house  should  notify  the  fact  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  so  that  it  may  be  disinfected  before 
being  occupied  by  another  tenant.

ACUTE  RESPIRATORY  DISEASES. 


Ninety-eight  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  from 
acute  diseases  of  the  lungs,  viz.,  65  from  bronchitis,  32  from 
pneumonia,  and  one  from  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs.  In  1912  there  were  116  deaths  from  respiratory  dis- 
eases. The  acute  respiratory  death-rate  is  equal  to  2.8  per 
1,000.  Sixteen  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  children  under 
one  year  of  age,  and  in  35  cases  the  age  was  over  65. 


CORONERS  INQUESTS. 

Thirty-one  deaths  were  investigated  by  the  Coroner,  mak- 
ing 6 per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  for  the  year.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  one  offensive  trade  carried  on  in  the  Borough, 
viz. : tripe  boiling.  Seven  establishments  carry  on  this  trade. 
They  have  been  regularly  inspected  during  the  year,  and  have 
been  found  clean,  and  kept  according  to  the  bye-laws.  No 
complaints  have  been  received  as  to  nuisances  arising  from 
them. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  EV1ILKSHOPS  ORDER. 

This  order  came  into  force  on  2nd  October,  1899.  There 
are  48  persons  registered  as  cowkeepers,  and  21  registered 
milkshops. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  23  registered  slaughter-houses,  all  of  which 
have  been  regularly  visited  whilst  slaughtering  was  going  on, 
and  have  been  kept  according  to  the  bye-laws. 


COMIVION  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  three  common  lodging-houses,  which  provide 
accommodation  for  88  lodgers.  The  structural  arrangements 
of  these  houses  are  imperfect  ; they  are  difficult  to  keep  clean, 
and  are  badly  ventilated. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  situated  at  Woodhead.  The  supply 
for  trade  purposes  is  obtained  from  the  reservoirs  belonging  to 
the  Corporation  situated  at  Gee  Cross. 

UNSOUND  MEAT. 

No  unsound  meat  was  discovered  for  sale  during  the  year. 
The  amount  of  unsound  meat  discovered  during  slaughtering  or 
voluntarily  reported  by  the  owners,  was  7cwt.  2qrs.  lOlbs.,  also 
2qrs.  191bs.  of  unsound  fish,  the  whole  of  which  was  seized 
and  destroyed.  The  meat  shops  and  stalls  in  the  market  are 
visited  weekly  by  the  inspector. 

INDUSTRIES. 

The  chief  industries  are  cotton  spinning  and  manufactur- 
ing, boilermaking,  calico-printing,  hat  manufacturing,  mar- 
garine making,  indiarubber  works,  leather  dressing,  engineer- 
ing, and  printing. 

ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 

In  addition  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act, 
before-mentioned,  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
Private  Streets  Works  Act,  1892,  and  Notification  of  Births 
Act,  are  in  force  in  the  Borough.

REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  a staff  of  men  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mr.  Miles,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  with  horses 
and  carts  belonging  to  the  Corporation. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  16,191  ashpits,  and  67,750 
ash-bins,  have  been  emptied  during  the  year,  an  increase  of 
8,496  ashpits,  and  10,020  ash-bins,  compared  with  1912. 
7,238  Loads  of  refuse  have  been  taken  to  the  destructor,  an 
increase  of  347  loads,  compared  with  1912.

Summary  of  Sanitary  Work 

During  1913. 


ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 

The  following  Adoptive  Acts  are  in  force  in  the  Borough  : 
Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  Notification  of  Births  Act,  and  Private  Street 
Works  Act. 

BYE-LAWS. 

Bye-iaws  are  in  force  relating  to  new  streets  and  buildings, 
slaughter-houses,  common  lodging-houses,  cleansing  of  foot- 
ways and  pavements,  offensive  trades,  and  nuisances. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  registered  cow-sheds  in  the  Borough  is  48, 
and  there  are  21  milkshops.  The  cowsheds  have  been  in- 
spected 65  times,  and  the  milkshops  22  times,  during  the  year. 
19  Notices  have  been  served  for  non-compliance  with  the  regu- 
lations. No  legal  action  was  taken. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

There  are  23  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough, 
which  have  been  inspected  149  times  during  the  year.  There 
has  also  been  a systematic  weekly  inspection  of  meat  shops,  fish 
and  tripe  shops,  and  meat  stalls  on  the  market. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

180  Yards  of  six-inch  main  has  been  laid  during  the  year. 
There  have  been  no  complaints  of  the  action  of  lead,  and  no 
samples  have  been  analysed  during  the  year.  Every  part  of 
the  district  has  a proper  supply. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

There  are  20  miles,  3 furlongs,  and  61  yards  of  public 
main  sewers,  and  twelve  miles,  3 furlongs,  22  yards  of  private 
street  sewers  in  the  Borough.  The  Hallbottom  district  of 
Newton  is  still  without  a proper  system  of  sewers.  The  sew- 
age is  treated  on  the  Bacteriological  system,  with  the  Candy- 
Whittaker  automatic  filter.  There  have  been  no  complaints  at 
the  outfall  works,  and  no  alterations  or  extensions  have  taken 
place  during  1913. 
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SCAVENGING. 


Scavenging  of  the  streets  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
Borough  Surveyor.  Ashpits,  bins,  privies,  etc.,  is  under  the 
Sanitary  Department.  The  approximate  number  of  midden- 
privies  in  the  district  is  133,  dry  ashpits  1,299,  pail  closets  98, 
ashbins  2,362,  and  cesspools  16.  The  pail  closets  and  ash- 
bins  are  emptied  weekly,  the  dry  ashpits  and  midden  privies 
monthly,  or  oftener  if  required. 

HOUSING. 

39  New  houses  have  been  certified  fit  for  habitation  during 
the  year.  184  Dwelling-houses  have  been  inspected  under  sec. 
17  of  the  Act  of  1909,  56  of  which  were  considered  unfit  for 
habitation.  The  estimated  number  of  houses  within  the  limits 
of  rent  in  sec.  14  of  the  Act  of  1909  is  7,455,  299  Notices 

have  been  served  in  respect  of  these  houses  in  1913. 

56  Representations  have  been  made  to  the  local  Authority, 
and  17  closing  orders  have  been  issued  respecting  56  houses. 
Defects  were  remedied  in  280  houses  without  closing  orders 
being  made,  and  defects  were  remedied  in  20  houses  after 
closing  orders  were  made. 

PREVENTION  OF  CONSUMPTION. 

After  each  case  is  notified  the  Sanitary  Inspector  inspects 
the  house,  and  leaves  a leaflet  containing  advice  as  to  methods 
of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection,  spitting,  etc.  Disinfec- 
tion is  carried  out,  and  disinfectants  and  paper  handkerchiefs 
are  supplied  by  the  Corporation.  No  shelters  are  provided. 

MIDWIVES’  ACT  ADMINISTRATION. 

There  have  been  twenty-four  names  of  Midwives  practis- 
ing in  the  Borough  of  Hyde,  on  the  register  during  1913. 
According  to  the  case  books  of  these  midwives,  667  cases  have 
been  attended  by  them  during  the  year.  In  127  cases  medical 
help  was  received,  and  31  still-births  were  notified.  Three 
cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified,  all  of  which  occurred 
in  the  practice  of  different  midwives.  The  midwives  were  im- 
mediately directed  to  cease  practising,  and  were  sent  to  the 
hospital,  with  clothes,  bag,  and  appliances,  and  were  there  dis- 
infected. This  routine  has  been  followed  for  several  years, 
and  no  case  has  been  found  to  arise  after  disinfection  which 
could  be  traced  to  a previously  notified  case.
